WASHINGTON, ‘USIS). 
The Naval Weather Service 
hag revealed that a series of 
cloud “seeding” experiments 
conducted last July succeed- 
ed in creating and destroy- 
ing cloud formations off the 
coast of Florida 

The weather-control en- 
periments, under the direc- 
tion of Dr. Florence W. Van 
Stfaten, meteorologist with 
the Naval Weather Service, 
were made with the use of 
minute particles of carbon 
black — the same substance 
used in printer's ink and in 
colouring automobile tires. 
Total cost of.the carbon used 
in the experiments was less 
than $5.

to be French and free, as the 
Generals’ wives suggest, or 
aa the Arab traditionalists 
prefer, not to be free at all.
